Tux debate on the China-Japan war by 
the “Odd Volumes” at the Mount Austin 
Hotel Inst Friday night was principally 
noteworthy on account of the thoroughly 
representative character both of the 
speakers and the audience.

would pot have possessed, and it 
ts only. bare justice to record that: his 
Excellency conducted the meeting with 
admirable taste and discretion and in 
such a spirit of donhomie that hearty 
expressions of approval were heard on 
every side. For -once stilted officlaldom 
gave place to independent manhood 
and shaking off for the nonce the obsolete 
trammels of Downing Street red tape, 
Sir Writtam  Ronrnson expressed his 
opinions on the questions at issue in a 
style that, if Imitated in the Legislative 
Council, would go a long way towarda 
removing the contempt for that ridiculous 
travesty on intelligent government and 
moribund imposition on a good-natured, 
albeit a heavily taxed community, which 
is all but universal throughout the city.

The result of the debate was, we 
imagine, inevitable, and no amount, of 
eloquence could have induced.a vote 
favorable to Japan. China; with all her 
faults, and they are unhappily far, 
more numerous than ought to be 
the case,.is clearly not responsible for 
this Korean jimbrogho; war has beer 
deliberately forced upon her, after years 
of scheming and planning by the Japanese 
Government in jetting ready for the 
fray. and concocting and working up 
some sort of justification or excuse 
to impose on the outside world. 
No amount of dubious quotations from 
authorities ‘on international law and no 
begging the question’ on the plea of 
civilization can possibly alter the ‘actual 
situation before Japan let slip the dogs of 
war. Japanese interference was alike 
uncalled-for and unjustifiable, and could 
only be construed into an insulting and 
unprovoked threat to China, which it was 
well understood would not be tamely 


‘submitted to, The Kowshing cowardly 


massacre opened the ball and, if human 
foresight counts for anything, the 
quashing for many years to come of 
Japan and Japan’s march of progress 
will end it. The Japanese are a clever 
and progressive race, pesseaalle many 
excellent qualities, but in. this instance 
they want too much and want ft tdo 
quickly. They will, get nothing for thelr 
pains even should they win the forlorn 
hope and prove victors in the strife; nor. 
so far as that goes will China, The 
political exigencies of the Far East 
imperatively demand the absolute 
neutrality of Korea, and after China 
and Japan have tired each other 
out fighting for a ‘will o' the wisp’ 
the Great Powers will probably insist 
onareturn to the slafus quo ante bellum, 
or something akin thereto, ‘That 
appeared to be the opinion of . the 
majority of. the “Odd “Volumes,” and It 
doubtless Is the opinion of most Europeans 
in the Far. East who have studied 
the Korean problem. So far as 
Great Britain 1s concerned, she has 
important interests to protect, and there 
can be no doubt whatever that, without 
entering on a régime of Jingoism, she ts 
quite prepared and able to protect those 
Interests, : -

The Breltlsh shia Ziltan L. Robbins, Captaln 
F.-E: Robbins, which #reived here this moming 
from New York has had an unusuylly rough 
time of it ever since “running down her 
epv'ing" for she not only. got into difficulttes 
off the Cape of Good Hope, but came within the 
sphere of the influence of the ‘typhoon which 
made things pretty Ilvely here a corple of days 
ago, as.will be seen by the following Interesting 
report af this vessels yovage.for which we are 
indebted to Mr. J. Smith, the chef officer :— 
“The Lilitan L. Robbins lett New York on Aprit 
atst, with a cargo of petroleum, bound for 
Hongkong. On Monday, the oth of July, she 
experlenced «terrific storm off the Capt of Good 
Hope, which lasted nearly-six weeks. During 
tho height of the storm she shipped tremendous 
sean, her gunwales were constantly under water 
and she had the misfortune to lose one of her 


starboard life-hoats, while her forecastle doors E 


and skylights were broken to atoms ard the 
hatch covers and tarprutins went by the board, 
On Saturday, the 8th inst, atqa.m. In Jat, 
17 deg. north ‘and long. 115.3 deg. east, she 
encountered a typhonn, At that hour the 
wind, previously fresh, increased In force to 2 
terrific pale accompanied with blinding raln 
squalls and an exceedingly confused cross-seas. 
Sail was quickly taken in, and the vessel kept 
going under the fore main lower topaail only. 
The following day (Sunday) from 6 a.m. to noon, 
In lat. 18.2 deg. north and long 114.55 enst, the 
wind blew with hursicane force and as 
mountalnous’ cross-seis were running the 
vessel ‘laboured heavily and ever and 
anon shipped vast quantities of water. On 
Monday, the toth inst. the situatlon was 
worse, for the burticane increared in violence, 
‘and as the ship was rolling gunwales 
under and becoming unmanageable she was 
‘hove to,’ At pm. that day the gale 
“took off” sufficlently to justify the fore, main 
and mizen lowcr topsalls being set, and the 
vessel was then run to the northward before « 
stlifsouth-wester, At 42.m, on Tuesday the wind 
moderate conslderably, and all salls were svt 
ond 8 course shaped for Hongkong. On Satur- 
day, the roth instant. at 8a.m. the four-masted 
ship Fatts of Clyde, bound South, was “spoken,” 
The Falls of Clyda \eft Hongkong on the 6th 
Instant bound for Bangkok, and judging by the 
course she was steering when the Lilian 
L. Robbins aprke her, she probably ran Into the 
centre of the typhoon or sucreded In keeping on 
the outer edge of the depression. Any how, she 
will probably have an interesting report of her 
experlencesto make when sbe turns up at the 
capltat of King Chulalongkorn’s dominions,

The Court offictals of the Eroperor Kwang-su 
are said to fear that Mason's Kolao Hul men, 
ted by the mysterlous “ Big Sword " and “ Smali 
Sword,” wilt attempt to pay the Celestial capital 
avist, Orders have therefore been issued from’ 
the palece of the “ Son of Heaven" for levying 
upwards of two million men—part of them to be 
harled like a tidal wave agalust the Japanese, 
snd the remainder to guard Peking and the 
approaches thereto and annihilate any rebels 
that may presume to approsch the city In which 
the Emperor sits enthroned.

unfortunate country groans helpless under tho 
added burthen.
